Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 20 and 21 are allowed. 

2. Claims 20 and 21 are renumbered 1 and 2 respectively. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
application is directed to a "Device for Adjusting Colour Video Signals." Each 
independent claim recites the unique feature where "the converter generates a color 
saturation signal from the color video supplied to multipliers located in the supply lines 

of the correction values to the matrix." 

4. The prior art of record, Rai et al (US 6,337,692) and Bestmann (US 6,433,898), 
fails to anticipate or to render obvious the above limitation.
